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rT .HERE are only about 
one hundred and 
eighty-five thousand peo- 
ple in the whole State of 
Delaware. They have a 
full set of public officials, 
including two 
United States 
ZC Senators, a Goy- 
ernor and a State 
Legislature. The 
State includes only about 
two thousand square miles 
of territory, and has had a 
long experience of State- 
hood. One would think 
that a Statelet of such 
an limited dimensions, mature 
" age, and exceptionally com- 

“plete outfit of public officers 
might have learned how to 
behave itself. But Delaware hasi’t. 
Its very limitation of size has exposed 
it to political corruption of a particu- 
larly scandalous sort, and now during a 
lull in politics, while the inexpressible 
Addicks is preparing for his next cam- 
paign of bribery, it goes and disgraces 
itself and all of us by burning a negro. 

Isn’t it disgusting? Wouldn’t it be 
a comfort if Uncle Sam could lay little 
Delaware across his knee and spank 
her heartily, and send her to bed with- 
out her supper? Drat the bad little 
State ; one loses all patience with her. 
Burn a negro! Intolerable! All lynch- 
ing is bad. Shooting negroes or hang- 
ing them without trial is bad even in 
the case of atrocious criminals. But 
burning them is preposterous and un- 
endurable. Some one ought to get hurt 
as a consequence of the shameful thing 
that was done in Wilmington, but it is 
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evident at this writing that nobody will 
be punished. The demand for a prompt 
trial for the criminal White seems to 
have been a very proper one. Perhaps 
the Judge who refused it has a more 
modest opinion of his own discretion 
now. The best preventive of lynching 
everywhere is a prompt and speedy 
administration of justice. To expect to 
keep a criminal of the type of White 
in jail for three months without trying 
him was a grave mistake, and one that 
ought not to be made again, either in 
Delaware or elsewhere.

| Feed is not well respected in these 

daysin this country. The South- 
ern lynchings have been a bad example, 
the effects of which are seen now in 
the border States and the North. Labor 
strikes, too, are constantly attended 
with viclence, and nowhere are all 
workers secure from forcible interfer- 
ence by strikers. One great trouble is 
that in the criminal courts we get too 
much law and not enough justice. To 
convict a murderer or a thief who has 
money to spend in his defence is a very 
slow and immensely costly proceeding. 
It is better, of course, that many guilty 
persons should escape than that one 
who is innocent should be condemned, 
but it is also better that many guilty 
persons should be punished than that 
any criminal should be burned alive. 
Where the courts are sluggish or fail 
in their duty, mob law intervenes, and 
what a mob may do no one can foretell. 





SUBCOMMITTEE of the cele- 
as brated ‘‘Committee of Fifty” 
has published two important volumes 
on the drink question, in which its 
physiological aspects are considered at 
length by a number of learned experi- 
menters, including Prof. Atwater, of 
Wesleyan University, and Dr. John 8. 
Billings. Prof. Atwater’s experiments, 
which seemed to demonstrate that alco- 
hol was not quite so invariably poison- 
ous as some of the temperance reform- 
ers made out, have already been widely 


heralded and profusely discussed. In 
this new book they are set down in de- 
tail, together with the results of many 
other investigations by competent ex- 
perts. Dr. Bowditch, of Boston, and 
Prof. Hodge, of Worcester, tell how 
much amiss, both in method and in 
matter, is the instruction about the 
evils of strong drink that is now given 
in the public schools ; Dr. Billings tells 
about the effects of alcohol on brain- 
workers; there is a disquisition on tem- 
perance drinks and on the various 
patent spring remedies which the news- 
papers advertise, and so on. Here is 
much to interest the general reader, 
and much that should engage the atten- 
tion of deeper students of the liquor 
problem, such as few of the reformers 
are, but all ought to be. But nothing 
in the book will much affect the prac- 
tical conclusions already reached by 
experienced observers, who know now, 
as has been known for thousands of 
years, that rum is a risky fluid, used 
in greater or less quantities by about 
four-fifths of the civilized adults who 
can get it; that a little is enough; that 
life can be successfully maintained 
without any ; that too much raises hob 
with the consumer; that the amount 
that can be safely consumed by an in- 
dividual depends upon the individual, 
and that a good many individuals are 
far better off without any at all. 





Lao legislation in this country 

seems to be improving fast. Local 
option and high license, both practica- 
ble methods of regulation, seem to be 
driving out prohibition, and more 
knowledge and less fanaticism go to 
the regulation of the whole question of 
drink. There must be regulation and 
some restriction of the sale of intoxi- 
cants. All Europe is coming to that 
conclusion as the mass of European 
drinkers progress more and more, 
under stress of circumstances, from 
temperate use of light wines to the use 
of spirits. But liquor laws ought to be 
founded on facts and the results of 
unprejudiced observation, and not on 
emotion, however excusable, or on 
fanatical theories.

A Short History of the Standard Oil Company. 
FOR BEGINNERS. 

N 1858 oil was struck. The Bap- 
- tist Church was promptly noti- 
fied, and John D. Rockefeller, 
then but a humble bookkeeper, 
began to get up alist of widows 
and orphans. 

To give an idea of the state 
of the country at that time, it 
is only necessary to say that 
Mr. Rockefeller’s Sunday 
School had not yet been formed, 
the Chicago University had no 
press agent and was only pay- 
ing its professors nominal 
salaries, and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad had not opened its branch in Wall Street. The 
only refinery at that time in active operation was in 
Newport. 

Calling his vestrymen hastily together, Mr. Rockefeller 
briefly detailed his plan of operation : 





‘*Gentlemen,’’ he said, ‘‘ the country, hitherto an 
asset of the innocent public, will soon be ours, pro- 
vided we are strictly honest. Honesty is the best 
policy. We must be honest at all hazards. The 
only way to do this safely is to put every one else 
out of business. The world is full of dishonest men. 
By permitting them to sell oil we encourage them 
in their dishonesty. Let us, then, see the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad about the matter, and urge upon them 
the desirability of letting us be the only honest 
syndicate in the business. First, however, we will 
wait until a lot of dishonest men have started in 
business. It’s better for them to begin, provided they 
are all working for us in the end. As they sow, so 
shall we reap. And may the good Lord bless the 
Standard Oil Company.’’ 

This was done. 

It took about twenty years, and no one can measure 
the greatness of John D. Rockefeller, unless his patience 
during this period can be appreciated. 

Everywhere, all around him, the world was full of 
dishonest men laying pipe lines, building refineries and 
making their profits. He had to wait until the time was 
ripe. 

The conscience of the Pennsylvania Railroad was at 
last aroused. Sleeping so long in Philadelphia, it was 
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brought on to Cleveland, where there was light enough 
for all. 

It was then that Mr. Rockefeller spoke again : 

‘‘Gentlemen,’”’ he said, ‘‘let our light so shine before 
men that they may know they have no show, but never 
guess the reason. Let us get together in secret, that in the 
long run we may reward each other openly. I move that 
we put every one else out of business, not necessarily for 
publication, but as a guarantee of bad faith. Asa Baptist, 
I believe in watering our stock ; asan honest man, I believe 
in making the others pay the freight; and as a patriot, I 
believe in keeping the money in the family.”’ 

The next day the papers announced that the Standard 
Oil Company had absorbed the United States of America. 
A committee of Christian gentlemen called on Mr. Rocke- 
feller to get him to donate some of his hard-earned wealth 
for the good of mankind, and competition ceased, the 
widows and orphans going out of business to allow the 
Standard Oil Company to pursue its philanthropic aims. 

Where competition was so fierce, they couldn’t all be 
philanthropists. 

The pressure of want being somewhat relieved, the wolf 
at the door not being so strenuous, Mr. Rockefeller’s mind 
was then free to dwell on consecration. 

Thus, to guide us on our way, we now have these twin 
beacons of light—the Standard Oil Company and Mr. 
Rockefeller’s Bible class.

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The New Constitution of 1903. 


AT the Convention of Capitalists held this 
+ week in this city, it was unanimously 
decided that the old Constitution of 
1789, under which we are struggling 
rom along, is obsolete, obstructive and 
Vy Y ridiculous.

| naturally arose how to so amend 
it as to conform more perfectly 
to the modern necessity of one 
man’s gathering the fruits of 
the labors of a million; but, 
after considerable discussion, 
the conclusion was reluctantly 
reached that no mere amend- 
tb ; ment, no matter how drastic, ————

a ccelaits objectionable features. A com- an 
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mittee was, therefore, appointed 
to draft a new Constitution, which should be up 
to date and recognize fully the changed conditions 
under which this country must be governed, and in a short 
time reported the following as their idea of what a Consti- 
tution should be: 






PREAMBLE, 


We, the Capitalists of the United States, in order to form —————— 
more perfect mergers, establish trusts, insure monopoly, , S> 
provide for no competition, promote our own welfare, and =) md 
secure the blessings of high tariff to ourselves and our MOONLIGHT EFFECTS. 


corporation, do ordain and establish this Constitution for 
the United States of America. 
ARTICLE I. 

All legislative powers shall be vested in a Congress of 
the United States composed of the lawyers in our employ, 
and no member of which shall oppose our wishes, or have 
an opinion of his own, without losing his job. 

ARTICLE II. 

The executive power shall be vested in a President of the 
United States, who shall be elected by our directors, and 
do nothing against our will, under penalty of being sub- 
jected to the censure and abuse of the New York Sun, 

ARTICLE III. 
The judicial power of the United States shall be vested 
exclusively in us, or we’ll know the reason why. 
ARTICLE IV.
